Cancer Society 
information Week 


A Concentrated, week-long cam- 
paign to make. women aware of 
a simplé test than Gan Save lives 
from cancer will be launched by 
the American ‘Cancer Society on 
Sunday, Nov. 17, it was an- 
nounced by Robert J. Schweitzer, 
M.D., president of the American 
Cancer Society’s Alameda County 

Cancer Education Week will 
have as its goal the saving of 
lives now needlessly lost to uter- 
ine cancer, Dr, Schweitzer stated. 

“By means of a simple, pain- 
less procedure called the ‘‘Pap” 
test, uterine cancer can often be 
discovered before there are any 
symptoms,’ Dr. Schweitzer ex- 
plained, “At such an early stage, 
the cancer is almost 100 per cent 
curable.” 

In spite of this, it is estimated 
that approximately 14,000 women 
Will die of uterine cancer in the 
United States this year.

There were 7,511 general re- 
ports in September, much less 
than the 8,340 reported for Aug: 
ust. Police watched the homes of 
74 August vacationers and 89 in 
September, They handled 716 
cases in August and 643 in Sep- 
tember, 

Under patrol arrests were eight 
for narcotics in August and 13 in 
September; nine drunk in Aug- 
ust, six In September. In Sep- 
tember, there was one each ar-
